he had despstohed a part of his troops to the
right buok of the Syr-Daria, npon our territory,
situnted bevond the Tchirtchik (nn affuent of
the 8yr-Daria, which Bows past Tasoukent and
Joins the Syr at Tohinaz).
THE NUMBEK, ARTILLERY,
NATIVEA,

The army of the Emir wos ssid o he very
numerous, consisting of sarbozes, mounted rfle.
men, artillery, contingents ol various locil gov-
ernors, and of Kirghiz roaming over Bokhanan
territory. The number o1 tue sarbagzes and of
the artillery, all rezularly armed, was five thou.
sund. The nrtillery nombered twenty-one pieces,
among which were souie superior o ours,  As
for the Kirghiz, thelr number wiaa not less than
thirty-dye thousand.,

TIE RUBSIANE TAKING rOsSITION,

On the 159th of May, at duybreak, s torce ot
Tehinaz, consisting of fourteen companies of
infantry, tive sotnias of Cossacks, with twenty
pieces ot ariiliery and rockers, quitted it posi-
tion to move on Irdjar, This detachment gon-
sistea of Lieuienant-Uolonel Pistollkors, with
five sofnfae of Cossacks, u rockel detachiment,
und six pieces or artillery: Captain Abrimol,
with slx compunies and eignt preces, and Lieua-
tenunt-volonal Fovitsky, with elghi companies
and mix pleces, Toe detachment carried pro-
viglone for twelve days, and had, besides, ten
dndu’ provisions on board the Perovsky.

MARCHING AND BRIRMIS{ING UNDER INTEXSE HEAT,

The first doy the troops accompished a stage
of wore than twenty miles wich the thermometer
at forty degrees of Heaumur, the enemy's
cavalry conterting themselves with <kirmish-
ing, There remoived only fourtean miles trom
Moursa Rabut, woers the troops bivounckad
for the first tume, Lo the position of the Zaur at
Irdjur,

On the 20th of May ot daybreak “tray partios
of the Bokharians bezan o show themselves in
view ol our camp.

FIRST ASSAULT OF THE COSSACKA.

At 0 o'cloek our Cossncks bad thelr first en-
counier with the Bokharun eavalry, which had
some men killed; on our side one Cossack wus
wounded, At mudday it became indispensable
to advance the arbiltery, and commence triog,
‘which lasted without interraption till the end
of the battle,

After a short halt the troops advanced in the
following order:—The column of Captain
Abramol in adveance, by the direct road leading
1o Irdiar; on toe right and on the sume levei
the column of Lietepant-Colonel Pistolilkors;
behind these two columng came, a8 a general
reserve, three companies ol 4 battahon ol rifle-
men and a section of artillery, under command
ot Major Pistchemoukn; the bLaggage was
covered by four compunies and two pleces, under
command ol Lieutenant-UColonel Fovitsky.

THE ASIATIO CAVALRY AND REPORT OF A COM-
MANDER,

Hardly had our troops resumed their march
when musses of the enemy’s cavalry appeared
and surrounded the detacbment. The march ol
the bagrage became especialiy very arduous,
and cvould only be facilitated, thanks to the
extraordinury merit of Licutepant-Colonel Fov
isky, who was obliged at the ssme time to
watch the movements ol tne teain and repulse
the incessant attacks to which it was exposed,

The tollowing lact muy give an ides of the
difficuliica our troops had to sucmonnt before
reaching the enemy, When, atter the batlle, the
tept of the Emir was eeized, there was tound,
among other things, a report of the Governor ot
Samarcand, whoe comwmanded the advanced
position of the HBokbharians, in which he
announced that the Russians bad been sur
rounded before attuining that position, and tha
he would not delay muaking them gl prisoners.

THE ENGAGEMENT,

Towards 6 o'clock, about a mile ifrom the
enemy's posilion, our troops were received by
a strong csnnonade from his intrenchmonts
and masses of cavalry sarrounded them com

letely, with the exception ol their left wing.

reserve was then directed towards the lett,
and all our artillery was put in position,

The enemy having allowed us to advance a
good way, redoubled his cannonade, under
which our troops remained nearly an hour,
Qurartillery, commander by Lieutenant-Colonel
Sliverstan, rendered ue 1mmense sorvices. It
was umpossible to witness, without being tlled
with admiratiou, our ariallerymen work with
extraordinnry wddress aud  sangfroid in that
heated atmospherc. Not a shot missed its alm,

Towards six o’elock the uttacks of the cavalry

w feebler, On ithe cowmsnd of General
ﬂ.:nmuojst y, Capiain Abramol commenced the
assault at the head of the infautry, and Licu-
tenant Colonel Pistolilkors led the Cossacks to
the o Capwain  Abramofl exeouted the
order with the greatest coolness, Neither the
redoubled activity of the caunonude aod fusil-
Iade,nor the intrenchments, checked the column
of sssault. All advanced s on the parade ground.
At the end of Lialf an hour oar Iulintrimen had
already bayoneted the Bokharian artillerymen
at their guns, and our artidery, now placed in

ition on the fnner side of the intrenchments,
g::tro.\wj with its grapeshot the new masscs
who attempted to stop the assallants. Simuita
neonsly with the column of Captaio Abrawmof,

Lisutenunt-Colonel Platclilkors went forward
with lis cavalry, At ithe same time he eannon-
aded vigorously with his six pieces, on the one
hand, the forces trying to stop Captawm Abramot,
and whom he took wm flank, and on the other
hand new masser ol cavalry and infantry assem-
bling in iront ol him,

FLIGHT OF THE BOKHARLANE AND THE PURSUIT.

Moying rapidly [rom one position to auother
%e hemmed 1o the enemy more and more cloaely,
and atter having owr%!tro:n them, put them to

¢ grealest divoraer,

h|t lt’.‘h:hg'mund between the first intrench-
menits and the Bokharun camp wed covered
with dead, left by the enemy. His flight wns so
precipitate that be did not dare to halt in his
camp, wbich our troops found tilled with all his
effects, aud showing all the marks ol recent
occupation— pots in which lood was being
cooked, lighted fizes, tes prepared, ete.

THE EMIR'S CAMT,

At nine o'clock tne darkness compelled the
discontinuance of the pursuit. Only o the
morning st da{lbrenk 8 feeble column was sent
out to pocupy the second Bokharian cawp, which
the Emir had evacuated in the evening, leaving
alio almost all the bagwage, His own tent had
remained in the copdition in which it had been

THE GAINA AND LORSNS,

Inthis brilllant afadr our loss was twelve
soldiers wounded (gic); the snemy Jeft more
than on¢ thou-and dead on the feld. Our
tropbies consisied of rix pweces of arullery
taken in the assanlt on the position, and rour
peces abandoned by the enemy in nis Highs.
in continuing to advance our columns woold
vrobably tud other guos, lor the prisoners res
port that in his fight the Bmir only took away
two plecen, They even say (hat he was not slow
10 abandon them on the road to O-stepe, and
thut he only brought back two thousand horse-
men to IHouzak,

Besides 1ae bagenge there were fougd in the
oamps linmense stores of powder sod all the
atillery tram. Without counting the cartridaes
with which the roads were strewn, whicn the
enemy followed fv his figbt, we found about
six hundred wod seventy pounds (24,120 Ibs.) of
powder, two hundred and twenty thousand oar-
tridues, a8 well a8 a mass of hallets, shells, and
other artillory smmuonition.

Alter this viotory Major-Genersl Romanovsky
advanced and ocoupred the fortress of Nao, snd
by the capture of Khodjent has soparated Bok-
harn (1o Khokan.

AN Excoonter with o Carasoust, — The
cutamonnt thut nttacked Mr. Teachout, the tele-
piaph operstor, at Tantslon, Tennessee, a few
deys ugo, made & brisk dent, It made ita
sppearnnce ot the house ot Mr. Barnes, and
leaped on the bed, where an infaat was lying,
which, however, it dul not herm.
